And let me Revive again what I before Quoted out of him, 
That by the People, any Part of the People is meant 3 And * 
that a Leffer Part Includes the ‘Greater, even the Whole ; And 
then let any Man Judge of the Senfe of thefe Schemes of be 
pular Government ! And when We can have Peace and Settle. 
ment, while any Band of Thieves may Ufurp to Themfelue 
the Name of the People of England; And by their Authoriy, 
Pull down the King or Queen, and Give us what fort of NEW 
Government they Pleafe!
